Conclusion 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 9, 11-12, 14-19, 27-29, and 31-32 are objected to because of the following 
informalities. Claims 9 and 12 recite a heating portion and (first or second) holding portions for 
the first and second heaters that comprises coil filaments but this is not discussed in the detailed 
description [0061 -0173]. 

3. Specifically, claim 9 recites "a first heater having a first coil filament operable to heat a 
central region of the heating roller, and first holding portion filaments holding the first coil 
filament, and a second heater for heating having second coil filaments operable to heat side end 
regions of the heating roller on both sides of the central region, and a second holding portion 
filament holding the second coil filaments" The detailed description does not discuss that the 
holding portion filament hold the coil filament and the examiner does not know what this means. 

4. Claims 12 recites "a first heater having a first coil filament operable to heat a central 
region of the heating roller, and first holding portion filaments holding the first coil filament, 
and a second heater having second coil filaments operable to heat side end regions of the heating 
roller on both sides of the central region, and a second holding portion filament holding the 
second coil filaments, and a temperature sensor operable to detect a temperature of the heating 
roller and opposing an overlapping portion in which one of the first holding portion filaments 
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and one of the second coil filaments are overlapped." This claim has the same issue as discussed 
above. 

5. Claim 15, recites "the first coil filament is formed by coil filaments operable to emit light 
of a first amount and wire filaments which are arranged alternately, and each of the first holding 
portion filaments is formed by alternately arranging wire filaments and coil filaments 
operable to emit light of a second amount less than the first amount" The holding portion is 
not described to have a wire portion. Please point to where this is discussed in the detailed 
description. 

6. Claim 16 recites "the second coil filaments is formed by coil filaments operable to emit 
light of a first amount and wire filaments which are arranged alternately and the second holding 
portion filament is formed by arranging wire filaments and coil filaments operable to emit 
light of a second amount less than the first amount" Where is this discussed in the detailed 
description? 

7. These objections are also present in claims 1,4, 18, 20, 21, 23, 27, 29. 

8. Please review the claims and may the appropriate corrections. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
